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Combating Maya 


Welcome to Issue 64 of Back To Prabhupada (BTP). 

In the Bhagavad-gita As It Is, Verse 2.9, Arjuna 
states "Govinda, I shall not fight", and in Verse 
2.11 Krsna begins instructing him. The vast majori¬ 
ty of the purport of the very next verse, 2.12, is tak¬ 
en up with SrTla Prabhupada critiquing and rebut¬ 
ting Mayavadi philosophy. Thus, the teaching of 
Krsna consciousness has barely begun in the book 
which itself is referred to by SrTla Prabhupada as the 
"A-B-C-D" (Lecture, 27/2/73) of understanding what 
is God, and yet SrTla Prabhupada has immediately 
launched into a lengthy rebuttal of a false philoso¬ 
phy. There are two things- 

a) The pure philosophy of Krsna consciousness; 

b) The deviant ideas and philosophies which are 
opposed to Krsna consciousness 

-and from the example above, we can see the 
importance SrTla Prabhupada attaches to exposing 
and rebutting b). However, when one takes up Krsna 
consciousness, one wishes to become free from 
maya (illusion), and therefore there is a strong ten¬ 
dency to concentrate only on a), and avoid b), find¬ 
ing such deviant ideas simply a repository of negativ¬ 
ity, controversy and politics. But, because we live in 
the material world, which SrTla Prabhupada states is 
the "kingdom of maya" (SB, 3.16.9, purport), we will 
find that maya is everywhere, and it will particularly 
target those practising Krsna consciousness: 

"maya is always looking for an opportunity 
to drag us down, and especially she may attack 
those devotees who are trying to go away from 
here." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 23/12/72, emphasis added) 

Thus, at every step, maya will be attacking us as 
we try to practise Krsna consciousness: 

i) A person thinks I will just chant and not con¬ 
cern myself with all these opposing impurities. But 
maya is concerned with you and offenses against the 
chanting of the holy name may be present. 

ii) A person thinks I will just read about Krsna. 
But the knowledge may be unauthorised, if one is 

"jumping over" SrTla Prabhupada to read it. 

iii) A person thinks I will just read SrTla Prabhu-

pada’s books - but maybe they have been changed. 

iv) A person thinks I will just join in chanting with 
others as this can only be "good" - but there could be 
sahajiya chanting going on. 

And so on. Therefore, we can only combat such 
deviations if we first make a thorough study of them. 

We thus have the paradox that the only way to 
become free from maya is to actively be aware of it 
and confront it, rather than think that we can just 
avoid it. Hence, since it is a fact that maya will be pre¬ 
sent especially in the realm of Krsna consciousness, 
being informed about all of these deviant philoso¬ 
phies and ideas becomes most essential. Thus, we 
can understand why SrTla Prabhupada made a point 
of exposing deviant ideas and philosophies right 
from the very beginning. 

Similarly, in BTP we are dedicated to exposing 
such maya. Issues such as receiving unauthorised 
knowledge by "jumping over", sahajiyaism, the de¬ 
sire for Profit, Adoration and Distinction (PAD), and 
so many other deviations are regularly covered by 
us. The deviant ISKCON gurus epitomise deviation, 
and thus exposing their various philosophical mis¬ 
conceptions merely serves as a vehicle to allow dif¬ 
ferent types of maya to be rebutted. Therefore, even 
if one is not following such gurus, BTP is still instruc¬ 
tive to ensure the same maya is not present in one’s 
life. Many of the deviations we cover can afflict all of 
us, regardless of whether or not we associate with 
the GBC gurus, since the desire for PAD and the ten¬ 
dency to deviate affects every living entity. 

If one is already completely free from maya, then 
of course one does not need to concern oneself with 
becoming aware of it. But, for the rest of us, we can 
only fight maya by being equipped to recognise it 
and rebut it. Hence, SrTla Prabhupada continually 
equipped us with the knowledge to confront devi¬ 
ant philosophies. And BTP applies that knowledge 
to expose the maya which has taken hold of today's 
ISKCON in very specific ways.

The GBC’s 10 Contradictory Guru Systems 


T he GBC recently passed the following resolu¬ 
tion allowing females to become diksa gurus: 
"1. VaisnavTs are eligible to give diksa in 
ISKCON provided that they: 

a. Meet all the qualifications listed for ISKCON 
diksa- guru applicants; 

b. Are at least 55 years of age and in a stable 
family situation, living under the protection 
of a husband, elder son or son-in-law, quali¬ 
fied householder couple or senior Vaisnava or 
Vais navi sang a] 

c. Receive written permission from the appro¬ 
priate regional body or its equivalent, or na¬ 
tional council, to give diksa in that particular 
part of the world." 

(Passed 15/10/19) 

This change to the GBC guru franchise is 
the latest in a long line of many different guru 
systems since SrTla Prabhupada's physical de¬ 
parture that the GBC has claimed to be "au¬ 
thorised". We list these below. 

Many different systems 

1978: Only 11 male disciples could be diksa 
guru. See GBC resolution 403, 1999 explain¬ 
ing this system of "eleven exclusive successor 
diksa gurus". 

1978: Gurus were selected by Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada . See GBC resolution 16, 19/3/78 which 
claims that these 11 gurus were directly select¬ 
ed by SrTla Prabhupada. 

1982: Only male disciples recommended by 
initiating gurus and who get 3 A votes of the 
GBC body can be diksa guru. See GBC resolu¬ 
tion 1,27/2/82. 

1986: Only male disciples recommended by 
GBC members who get majority votes of the 
GBC body can be diksa guru. See GBC resolu¬ 
tion 3, 30/3/86. 

2002: Only male disciples and grand-disci¬ 
ples recommended and approved by the GBC 
can become diksa gurus. See GBC resolution 
303, 2002. 

2009: Any male or female can become diksa 
guru, as per the GBC guidelines, with eligibility 
rules for men and women the same. See GBC 
resolution 305,2009. 

2015: Grand-disciples and females sus¬ 
pended from acting as diksa gurus. See GBC 
resolution 310, 2015. 

2019: Grand-disciples allowed to become 
diksa gurus again. See GBC resolution 700, 
2019. 

2019: Females with restricted eligibility 

compared to men allowed to be diksa gurus. 


See GBC resolution 15/10/19. 

1984: Re-initiation compulsory to be con¬ 
nected to parampara for those whose gurus 
have "fallen". See GBC resolution 1,6/3/84. 
2012: Reinitiation not needed to be con¬ 
nected to the parampara for those whose gu¬ 
rus have "fallen". See GBC resolution 311,2012. 

Don't know succession order 

Thus, the GBC has changed its mind at 
least 10 times regarding whether only some or 
all males disciples can be diksa gurus, wheth¬ 
er grand-disciples can be diksa gurus, whether 
females can be diksa gurus, how one becomes 
guru and whether one always requires a guru 
who is not fallen. A paper given by the GBC ex¬ 
plaining its new resolution authorising female 
diksa gurus, states: 

"The primary bases for this decision are the 
expressed desires and instructions on guru qual¬ 
ifications ofISKCON's Founder-^ carya His Divine 
Grace Srila A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhu¬ 
pada." 

(GBC, 17/10/19) 

However, it should be noted that each 
time they have given a new guru system, they 
have always claimed that system is based 
on SrTla Prabhupada's instructions, which of 
course means that the previous system was 
not-eve n though they had claimed at the 
time that it was also what SrTla Prabhupada 
ordered! Hence, every time they put forward 
a statement on a change to the guru system, 
all they are really saying is that they were pre¬ 
viously completely wrong multiple times re¬ 
garding what SrTla Prabhupada's instructions 
on gurus were, and of course they could be 
wrong again! Thus, the GBC's many changing 
guru systems highlight its ignorance of SrTla 
Prabhupada's instructions regarding how ini¬ 
tiations are to be conducted in ISKCON. 

No succession order 

However, if SrTla Prabhupada had issued 
a clear order regarding guru succession, the 
order would obviously have made clear who 
SrTla Prabhupada ordered to succeed him and 
how-otherwise it would not have been an or¬ 
der for someone to succeed him! And there 
would have been no confusion and contradic¬ 
tion over whether he ordered 11 men, all men, 
all men and women, or all men and women in¬ 
cluding grand-disciples, to be his successors. 
Therefore, the ignorance of the GBC regard¬ 
ing guru succession actually shows that SrTla 



Prabhupada did not give such a succession or¬ 
der. And it is this absence of any guru succes¬ 
sion order from SrTla Prabhupada that has re¬ 
sulted in the GBC trying to fill the gap by con¬ 
triving to continually construct different con¬ 
tradictory guru succession systems. The latest 
resolution is another example of this. The GBC 
states in its explanatory paper: 

"Srila Prabhupada severely criticized and 
warned against bodily and mundane considera¬ 
tions in regard to the role and eligibility of dTksa- 
guru". 

(GBC, 17/10/19) 

Yet, they are offering a two-tier successor 
diksa guru system actually based on "bodily" 
considerations-because women must be at 
least 55 and be "protected" to be diksa gurus, 
but men do not. However, SrTla Prabhupada 
never ordered such a two-tier "bodily" diksa 
guru system. The paper mentions: 

"Srila Prabhupada's approach to the balance 
between spiritual and societal roles ofVaisnavas 
and Vaisnavis in the context of pure devotional 
service". 

But, SrTla Prabhupada never stated that 
a pure diksa guru is ever subject to "societal 
roles". Rather, he stated the opposite: 

"If Hari is free to act as He likes, the em¬ 
powered spiritual master is also free. " * 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 10.136, emphasis added) 

Thus, the GBC has again been forced to 
make up its own system, because actually 
SrTla Prabhupada did not authorise any diksa 
guru successors-period. 

Conclusion 

The GBC has been forced to concoct ever- 
changing, contradictory guru succession sys¬ 
tems-because SrTla Prabhupada did not give 
a guru succession order for men or women ! 
Rather, he alone remains the diksa guru of 
ISKCON.

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Guru Proponent Accepts IRM 


T he paper that accompanied the GBC's reso¬ 
lution on female diksa gurus presented a key 
quote from SrTla Prabhupada to justify the res¬ 
olution, and we will examine that quote here. 
All emphases added. 

Men and women 

The quote used by the GBC paper is: 

"So I hope that all of you, men, wom¬ 
en, boys and girls, become spiritual master, 
and follow this principle. Spiritual master, 
simply, sincerely, follow the principles and 
speak to the general public. ,, 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 22/8/73) 

Thus, according to them, SrTla Prabhupada: 

a) Orders his disciples to become diksa gu¬ 
rus by saying “become spiritual master". 

b) Mentions "women", thereby supposed¬ 
ly proving he is ordering both men and wom¬ 
en equally to become diksa gurus. 

However, we pointed out long ago that 
this claim is false since this quote only refers to 
becoming a vartma-pradarsaka or siksa guru: 

'Therefore he must have been ordering siksa 
or vartma-pradarsaka gurus [...] Throughout 
the passage Srila Prabhupada constantly stress¬ 
es how easy it is to be the type of guru he is or¬ 
dering; how every one of his disciples can do it: 

"And that is very easy. To become spiritual 
master is not very difficult thing. You'll have to 
become spiritual master. You, all my disciples, 
everyone should become spiritual master. It is 
not difficult." " 

("Chakra's Army Fires Blanks", 16/1/98) 

In this same paper from 1998, we also 
pointed out that the reference to "boys" when 
SrTla Prabhupada says "men, women, boys and 
girls, become spiritual master" proves again 
that SrTla Prabhupada is not talking about diksa 
gurus, but children, and the fact that there are 
no "child initiating acaryas" in ISKCON meant 
that even the GBC agreed. 

Prominent guru supporter agrees 

Basu Ghosh Dasa ("BGD") is the Tem¬ 
ple President of ISKCON Baroda and a mem¬ 
ber of the ISKCON India Bureau, the legal enti¬ 
ty that runs ISKCON in India. He is also a loyal 
supporter of the GBC guru hoaxers who have 
supposedly "succeeded" SrTla Prabhupada as 
ISKCON's diksa gurus. However, he is an oppo¬ 
nent of extending the guru franchise to wom¬ 
en, and thus strongly opposes the GBC resolu¬ 
tion discussed in the previous article. He has 
therefore borrowed in toto the IRM's argu¬ 


ments given above, to argue against the "men 
and women" quotation used by the GBC to 
support its resolution on female diksa gurus. 
Thus, in a posting made on 23/10/19 on so¬ 
cial media, quoted in the shaded boxes below, 
BGD correctly states in regards to this quota¬ 
tion, the same as what we stated above: 

"SrTla Prabhupada is actually describing is the 
vartma-pradarsaka-guru, the guru who shows 
the way and also gives instruction. In the 
above quotation SrTla Prabhupada indicates 
that one becomes a spiritual master by "speak 
to the general public" not by giving diksa" 

Continuing, he also repeats the same point 
we made regarding "child gurus": 

"SrTla Prabhupada wrote that such gurus need 
only very little qualification; even a small child 
can be such a guru [...] According to the OED: 
"boy. A male child below the age of puberty." 
Hence by the juxtaposition of "men and boys" 
and "women and girls," we can conclude-ac¬ 
cording to the logic used by the SAC-that 
SrTla Prabhupada wanted prepubescent chil¬ 
dren to become diksa-gurus. Of course, such 
a conclusion would be absurd . However, SrTla 
Prabhupada did want all of his followers to be 
gurus in the sense of being preachers." 

The "SAC" here refers to the Sastric Adviso¬ 
ry Committee, an advisory group to the GBC, 
whose 2012 paper on female diksa gurus ad¬ 
vised the GBC to allow female diksa gurus. 

Defeats all gurus 

BGD therefore correctly concludes: 

"Hence, this pramdna presented by SAC is of no 
use in supporting that a female can be a diksa- 
guru-that is, unless they contend that small 
children also should be allowed to be diksa- 
gurus" 

However, that pramana (evidence) is also 
of no use in supporting that a male can be a 
diksa guru either. 

The evidence put forward by persons such 
as BGD who claim that SrTla Prabhupada did 
order male guru successors is usually one or 
all of the following: 

1) The May 28th, 1977 conversation, in 
which SrTla Prabhupada simply speaks of a 
"grand-disciple", "disciple of my disciple" and 
"regular guru" occurring only "when I order". 
However, no appointment or order for diksa 
gurus ever occurred - only rtviks were ever ac¬ 
tually ordered. Thus, there is no diksa guru or¬ 
der in the May 28th, 1977 conversation. 

2) A handful of private letters written in

response to ambitious persons trying to be¬ 
come diksa guru successors even in SrTla 
Prabhupada's physical presence. In these cas¬ 
es, in order to prevent this from happening, 
SrTla Prabhupada simply tells them that they 
must at least wait until after his physical depar¬ 
ture. Thus, these statements of principles re¬ 
garding the time period when succession can 
take place are not orders for such succession 
to take place. 

3) Quotations where SrTla Prabhupada 
simply states the qualifications for one to be 
a guru, and how one can achieve such qualifi¬ 
cations. But these statements of qualifications 
are not a succession order for anyone to actu¬ 
ally go ahead and replace SrTla Prabhupada as 
the diksa guru in ISKCON. 

4) SrTla Prabhupada ordering all his disci¬ 
ples, regardless of qualification, to "become 
guru" simply by preaching. In terms of actu¬ 
al orders from SrTla Prabhupada where he au¬ 
thorised persons to actually go ahead and be¬ 
come guru, we are only left with these orders. 

But these orders under 4) are the same or¬ 
ders that BGD has accepted as only being or¬ 
ders for general preachers or vartma-pradarsa¬ 
ka gurus (a type of instructing or siksa guru), 
rather than for diksa gurus. 

Therefore, in his zeal to reject female diksa 
gurus, by using the same arguments as the 
IRM, BGD has ended up rejecting aM successor 
diksa gurus, male and female. 

Conclusion 

By accepting the IRM's explanation-that 
SrTla Prabhupada's order for all people includ¬ 
ing children to "become guru" by preaching, is 
an order for unlimited numbers of preachers or 
vartma-pradarsaka gurus rather than diksa suc¬ 
cessor gurus-opponents of female diksa gu¬ 
rus have successfully and correctly explained 
that SrTla Prabhupada did not actually order 
any successor diksa gurus, period.

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Both Sides Defeated by the Same Quotes 


In the previous article, the evidence the GBC 
put forward in their "female diksa guru" resolu¬ 
tion paper-the "men and women" quote from 
SrTia Prabhupada-was shown to actually be 
an order for preachers/ vartma-pradarsaka gu¬ 
rus (instructing or basic siksa gurus). The GBC 
paper also provides 3 other quotes from SrTia 
Prabhupada and we will review these below. 

No succession order 

After giving the "men and women" quote, 
the GBC paper gives the following quote. 

“as far as Krsna consciousness is con¬ 
cerned, everyone is capable of becom¬ 
ing a spiritual master because knowledge 
in Krsna consciousness is on the platform 
of the spirit soul. (...) The word guru is 
equally applicable to the vartma-pradar- 
saka-guru, siksa- guru and diksa-guru. Un¬ 
less we accept the principle enunciated by 
Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu, this Krsna con¬ 
sciousness movement cannot spread all 
over the world". 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 8.128, purport) 

1) In this same quote, the part that is 
missed out by the ellipsis "(..states: 

"One who first gives information about 
spiritual life is called the vartma-pradarsa- 
ka-guru or spiritual master." 

This supports the point made in the pre¬ 
vious article, that whenever SrTia Prabhupada 
speaks about one becoming a spiritual master 
by preaching, regardless of qualification, even 
a child, he is speaking of vartma-pradarsaka , 
and not diksa , gurus. 

2) This quote only gives general principles 
regarding becoming a guru, which even ap¬ 
ply to SrTia Prabhupada himself. Therefore, re¬ 
gardless of whether or not women are intend¬ 
ed to be covered by this quote, the quote does 
not actually authorise anyone, be they male or 
female, to take SrTia Prabhupada's position as 
diksa guru. And, therefore, due to this lack of 
such a succession order , this quote is of no rele¬ 
vance to whether someone in ISKCON will be¬ 
come a diksa guru and take over SrTia Prabhu¬ 
pada's position as ISKCON's diksa guru. 

Refers to Srila Prabhupada 

Next, the paper presents: 

"Generally a spiritual master who con¬ 
stantly instructs a disciple in spiritual sci¬ 
ence becomes his initiating spiritual master 
later on. (...) Sri Jiva Gosvarm advises that 
one not accept a spiritual master in terms 


of hereditary or customary social and eccle¬ 
siastical conventions. One should simply try 
to find a genuinely qualified spiritual mas¬ 
ter for actual advancement in spiritual un¬ 
derstanding". 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 1.35, purport) 

1) The quote first states that: 

"Generally a spiritual master who con¬ 
stantly instructs a disciple in spiritual sci¬ 
ence becomes his initiating spiritual mas¬ 
ter later on." 

According to the GBC, that siksa guru who 
"constantly instructs a disciple in spiritual sci¬ 
ence" is SrTia Prabhupada: 

"ISKCON members shall be trained to place 
their faith, trust and allegiance first and foremost 
in the Founder-Acarya who is the pre-eminent 
siksa guru for every member of ISKCON." 

(GBC Resolutions 1999, Law 406 (A), 7.1.1) 

Since "pre-eminent siksa guru" means the 
siksa guru "above all others". Therefore, by the 
quote given in the GBC paper, SrTia Prabhu¬ 
pada should become the initiating spiritual 
master, or diksa guru, for all ISKCON members. 

2) This quote states that one should "find 
a genuinely qualified spiritual master". The 
quote does not state that SrTia Prabhupada 
cannot be, or is not, such a qualified spiritu¬ 
al master. On the contrary, it states that one 
should not accept a spiritual master based 
on "customary" conventions. And, since SrTia 
Prabhupada n^ver taught that one must ac¬ 
cept a physically present or "living" guru, to 
only accept such a "physically present" spirit¬ 
ual master would be an example of a "custom¬ 
ary" convention, rather than a spiritual princi¬ 
ple or teaching. 

3) The quote gives no order for any person, 
man or woman, to succeed SrTia Prabhupada's 
position as ISKCON's diksa guru. Rather, as just 
noted in point 1) above, it simply reinforces 
SrTia Prabhupada's position as the diksa guru. 

Vartma-pradarsaka guru 

Finally, the GBC paper presents: 

"simply repeat what is said by Krsna, 
then you become acarya . (...) Suppose 
you have got now ten thousand. We shall 
expand to hundred thousand. That is re¬ 
quired. Then hundred thousand to million, 
and million to ten million. So there will be 
no scarcity of acarya, and people will un¬ 
derstand Krsna consciousness very easily". 
(Lecture on Cc., Adi-lila, 1.13,6/4/75, Mayapur) 

We have covered this quotation previ¬ 



ously since it seems to be a "go to" quote for 
those who support the guru hoax, whether it 
is carried out by males or females. Suffice it to 
state that it is impossible for this quote to be 
referring to successor diksa gurus and, hence, 
whether it refers to women is not relevant: 

a) As noted in the previous article, anyone 
who preaches by just repeating what is said 
by Krsna, even a child, is a vartma-pradarsa¬ 
ka guru, not a diksa guru. The part missed out 
in this quote by the GBC via ellipsis "(...)" also 
states "not difficult at all". Thus, SrTia Prabhu¬ 
pada is not stating 10 million diksa gurus will 
arise by one preaching through "not difficult" 
repeating, but rather that such basic preachers 
are vartma-pradarsaka gurus. 

b) SrTia Prabhupada states "suppose you 
have got now ten thousand. We shall ex¬ 
pand to [...] ten million". Thus, this state¬ 
ment can only refer to the expansion of what 
existed in 1975 when SrTia Prabhupada made 
this statement. And there did not exist 10,000 
diksa gurus at that time, and thus it cannot 
be referring to diksa gurus. But it can refer to 
vartma-pradarsaka gurus, since thousands of 
preachers did exist in ISKCON at that time. 

Conclusion 

Both sides in ISKCON, those who support 
and oppose female diksa gurus, use the same 
quotes to support the idea that SrTia Prabhu¬ 
pada was to be replaced by diksa guru suc¬ 
cessors, with the argument being simply over 
whether or not these quotes also refer to wom¬ 
en. However, it is an irrelevant fight, with both 
sides defeated because: 

i) As this and the previous article showed, 
these quotes do not support diksa guru suc¬ 
cessors, whether male or female. 

ii) Those opposing female diksa gurus de¬ 
feat themselves, because their arguments that 
these quotes do not refer to female diksa gu¬ 
rus also apply to men!

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The Rtvik Delusion 
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In 2004, the GBC abandoned “Gurus and Initi¬ 
ation in ISKCON", its paper justifying ISKCON's 
guru system. This was also the very paper that 
The Final Order, the IRM's foundational doc¬ 
ument, addressed. The GBC resolution an¬ 
nouncing this abandonment stated: 

""On My Order-Understood" contains as¬ 
sumptions and assertions that, in numerous 
places, do not match the available evidence from 
the statements of Sri la Prabhupada, And the GBC 
desires to make a more concise statement". 

(GBC Resolution 409, 2004) 

Significantly, though they admitted their 
official position paper did "not match" the ac¬ 
tual "statements of SrTla Prabhupada", they re¬ 
fused to give a new paper which did match 
the actual statements of SrTla Prabhupada. In¬ 
stead, they only offered a "concise statement", 
which remains the GBC's official position, and 
in which, as we shall see, they simply took shel¬ 
ter of the term "regular guru". 

Regular guru claim 

The GBC stated in the resolution men¬ 
tioned above: 

"Srlla Prabhupada said that his disciples 
would become "regular gurus"". 

And HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami 
("HD"), who claims to be one of these "regular 
gurus" supposedly appointed by SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada, similarly claimed: 

"there's even some controversy, did Prabhu¬ 
pada really appoint gurus? First of all, it's real¬ 
ly foolish. Because Prabhupada directly said, 
'When I am gone there will be regular gurus.'" 
(HD, "Darshan", 15/9/19 - quotes in shaded boxes 
below are from the same talk, emphases added) 

Thus, they both mention the term "reg¬ 
ular guru", by referring to some "order" SrTla 
Prabhupada supposedly gave for them: 

"disciples would become "regular gurus"; 

"When I am gone there will be regular gurus." 

Indeed, HD claims it is "foolish" to even 
question if SrTla Prabhupada did "really ap¬ 
point gurus", because SrTla Prabhupada sup¬ 
posedly "directly said" the above. 

Regular guru reality 

However, despite the claim for ISKCON's 
guru system being entirely dependent on SrTla 
Prabhupada supposedly ordering these "regu¬ 
lar gurus", we can note that: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada is recorded to have 
only ever used this "regular guru" term once. 

b) This was when he stated: 


"When I order you become guru, he be¬ 
comes regular guru." 

(Room Conversation, May 28th, 1977) 

Thus, despite the claims made by HD 
above, SrTla Prabhupada never "directly" stat¬ 
ed: "When I am gone there will be regular gu¬ 
rus". There is no mention here of "when I am 
gone" or "there will be" regular gurus. Nor did 
SrTla Prabhupada say, as the GBC claims, that 
his disciples "would become" regular gurus. 
Rather, he only stated a condition -" When I or¬ 
der"-rather than an order. But, following this 
conversation, he did not order any regular or 
diksa gurus. He did however give an order for 
1 1 "rtviks " on July 9th, 1977, which he stated 
he was going to give just a few sentences be¬ 
fore his mention of "regular guru" above: 

Satsvarupa: "Then our next question con¬ 
cerns initiations in the future, particularly at 
that time when you're no longer with us. We 
want to know how first and second initiation 
would be conducted." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Yes. I shall recom¬ 
mend some of you. After this is settled up, I 
shall recommend some of you to act as offici¬ 
ating acaryas ." 

Tamala Krsna: "Is that called rtvik-acaryaV 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Rtvik, yes." 

(Room Conversation, May 28th, 1977) 

These rtviks would only make disciples for 
SrTla Prabhupada. So, only rtviks, and not "reg¬ 
ulf r" or diksa gurus, were ever ordered. But, for 
the GBC and HD, an order for rtviks, which SrTla 
Prabhupada did give, has become an "order" 
for "regular gurus", which he never gave. 

The rtvik delusion 

"Everyone who got chosen to be a guru was in 
charge of some part of the world. So I was in 
charge of Latin America [...] he named certain 
people, he said, well also this person, because 
there was a part of the world that wasn't cov¬ 
ered. So Prabhupada chose gurus and he did 
not choose, he chose gurus to cover geograph¬ 
ic areas basically." 

HD refers to persons being "chosen" as 
gurus when SrTla Prabhupada named certain 
people to cover "geographic areas". This is that 
naming by "geographical areas": 

Tamala Krsna: "So supposing someone is 
in America , should they simply write directly 
to KTrtanananda or SatsvarGpa?" 

Srlla Prabhupada: Nearby . JayatTrtha can 
give. [...] And... Five, six men, you divide who 
is nearest ." 



Srlla Prabhupada: 

Ordered only rtviks, not diksa gurus 


Tamala Krsna: "Who is nearest. So persons 
wouldn't have to write to Your Divine Grace. 
They could write directly to that person?" 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Hmm. [...] In India. 
Jayapataka [...] And Hrdayananda." 

Tamala Krsna: "Oh, yeah. South America . 

However, in the same conversation it is ad¬ 
mitted that they are being named as rtviks, not 
regular or diksa gurus: 

Tamala Krsna: But all these persons are 
still your disciples. Anybody who gives initia¬ 
tion is doing so on your behalf." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Yes." 

(Room Conversation, 7/7/77) 

But the GBC and HD are still deludedly im¬ 
agining that the appointment of these rtviks 
is the appointment of regular or diksa gurus. 

Child delusion 

Offering a further justification for his delu¬ 
sion that SrTla Prabhupada sanctioned "regular 
gurus", HD states: 

"Prabhupada said that, and this everyone 
knows this quote, 'I want all my disciples, men 
and women, to be become guru'". 

So HD, being a supporter of female diksa 
gurus, also takes shelter of this same "men and 
women" quote which was thoroughly exam¬ 
ined on page 4. Yes, SrTla Prabhupada did say 
"men and women", but HD conveniently for¬ 
gets that SrTla Prabhupada actually said "all 
of you, men, women, boys and girls" (Srlla 
Prabhupada Lecture, 22/8/73). Thus, as ex¬ 
plained on page 4, this is not speaking of eve¬ 
ry child becoming a diksa guru, and therefore 
this quote is not actually referring to anyone 
becoming a diksa guru - period. 

Conclusion 

As proven above, the belief that SrTla 
Prabhupada authorised "regular" or diksa gu¬ 
rus is based entirely on a " rtvik delusion"-that 
the appointment of rtviks by SrTla Prabhupada 
is the same as the appointment of diksa gurus.

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Hoax Founder Confesses to GBC Concoction 




In the article on page 3, we showed that the 
GBC does not know what it is doing in regards 
to the guru system to be applied in ISKCON, 
and is just making it up as it goes along-thus 
demonstrating that there is actually no guru 
succession order from SrTla Prabhupada for the 
GBC to follow. Now, a confession from one of 
the persons who initiated the guru system in 
ISKCON gives evidence of this fact. All empha¬ 
ses added. 

We made it up 

HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD") 

was one of the first 11 gurus in ISKCON who 
took over straight after SrTla Prabhupada phys¬ 
ically departed (known as The Great Guru Hoax 
- Part 1^. He candidly explains what was going 
on after they took over: 

"We started making new gurus very soon after 
that. I mean it took a year or two; no one knew 
what the hell they were doing . And then, and 
so, you know for a year or two we just had to 
figure out how to do this, but after that, with¬ 
in a year or two we were already making new 
gurus." 

(HD, "Darshan", 15/9/19-all quotes in shaded 
boxes below are taken from same talk) 

HD reveals the process for making gurus 
in ISKCON which led to the guru system we 
currently have, where the GBC authorises new 
gurus by means of a vote. He admits that they 
just concocted it as they went along since "no 
one knew what the hell they were doing", and 
hence they had to "figure out how to do this". 

GBC power concoction 

"I did not become a guru until the GBC voted 
that I should become a guru. And therefore 
this whole question, which to me is a little sil¬ 
ly, and especially if you read what Prabhupada 
said about, what did Prabhupada say about 
gurus, it's not relevant . Because the GBC voted 
that I should be a guru, and Prabhupada gave 
them that responsibility." 

HD admits that, in relation to the guru sys¬ 
tem in ISKCON, SrTla Prabhupada's instructions 
are "not relevant". Rather, ISKCON diksa gurus 
are made by GBC votes only, and this is all that 
matters, and therefore, effectively, the GBC's 
power to make gurus actually supersedes 
SrTla Prabhupada's instructions regarding gu¬ 
rus. Thus, it is accepted that ISKCON's gu¬ 
rus are created only through GBC votes, rath¬ 
er than SrTla Prabhupada ordering these gu¬ 
rus. HD justifies the GBC creating its own gu¬ 


rus by claiming that SrTla Prabhupada actually 
gave the GBC this power to make gurus by vot¬ 
ing them in. However, as we shall see, there is 
no record of SrTla Prabhupada giving the GBC 
such power. 

Can only manage what exists 

"Prabhupada, the first line in his will, [...] is that 
the GBC is the ultimate managing authority for 
all of ISKCON [...] Because the GBC voted that I 
should be a guru, and Prabhupada gave them 
that responsibility." 

1) HD's justification for claiming SrTla 
Prabhupada gave the GBC the responsibil¬ 
ity to make gurus, is that SrTla Prabhupada 
named the GBC the "ultimate managing au¬ 
thority" for ISKCON. But, one can only "man¬ 
age" something that exists , otherwise there 
would be nothing to manage. Hence, the pow¬ 
er to make gurus in ISKCON cannot be derived 
from the power to "manage" ISKCON, if gu¬ 
rus did not already exist in ISKCON. And it is a 
historical fact that at the time of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada'fphysical departure, no such GBC diksa 
gurus existed in ISKCON -in fact the only diksa 
guru who existed in ISKCON at that time was 
SrTla Prabhupada. 

2) Nor can the power for the GBC to "make" 
diksa gurus derive from claiming that SrTla 
Prabhupada "ordered" diksa gurus to be made, 
and that the GBC is doing this for him. Because, 
as the previous article showed, it is only a "rt- 
vik and child delusion" to say that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada ordered diksa gurus in ISKCON, when in 
actuality he only ever ordered rtviks. 

3) Therefore, SrTla Prabhupada would have 
needed to grant the GBC specific power to first 
create diksa gurus, which it then could "man¬ 
age". But he never granted the GBC such pow¬ 
er. Thus, SrTla Prabhupada only gave the GBC 
the power to "manage" the ISKCON that ex- 
isted. In this ISKCON, only rtviks had been or¬ 
dered, and SrTla Prabhupada was the only diksa 
guru. And this ISKCON the GBC were to man¬ 
age by regulating the operation of rtviks, who 
had been authorised to make disciples for the 
one existing diksa guru, SrTla Prabhupada. 

4) The following was part of the submis¬ 
sion to the GBC's Sastric Advisory Committee 
by fellow ISKCON guru HH Jayadvaita Swa- 
mi ("JAS"), which led to the current GBC res¬ 
olution on ISKCON's guru system (Resolution 
409, 2004, mentioned in the previous article). 
This states that the GBC was not empowered 
to create gurus: 



Srlia Prabhupada: Did not empower 
the GBC to create diksa gurus 


"That Sri I a Prabhupada "personally detailed 
the procedure for increasing the number of initi¬ 
ating guru[s]"is something we can only wish. Or 
falsely tell the Society he did." 

(JAS Email, 13/12/03) 

Yet, as we shall see below, HD insists on 
following the GBC. 

I follow clowns 

"I wanna go on record with this [...] a guru 
can only be bona fide, by following the GBC. 
[...] But then you get these clowns with their 
pseudo history, 'yeah, the gurus thought they 
were above the GBC' and blah, blah, blah, it's 
nonsense. This is all part of the mythological 
history of ISKCON. This idea that eleven gurus 
thought they were, only they could be gurus." 

However, the "clowns" who claim this are 
the GBC themselves: 

"the GBC Body allowed for an unauthorized 
"zonal acharya "system to evolve in ISKCON, eh 
evating eleven exclusive successor dTksa gurus: 

Whereas ISKCON leaders at the time then 
introduced the concept that ISKCON dTksa gu¬ 
rus were mahabhagavatas and the only current 
links to Srila Prabhupada and the disciplic suc¬ 

cession; f.. .1 

Whereas the authority and resources of the 
GBC Body were minimized by the exaggerated 
prominence of ISKCON dTksa gurus, resulting in 
a fragmented ISKCON composed of many guru- 
zones instead of a united ISKCON movement un¬ 
der the auspices of the GBC Body". 

(GBC Resolution 403,1999) 

Yet HD states above that he and all other 
ISKCON gurus are only "bona fide" due to fol¬ 
lowing the GBC, and thus they are following 
"clowns". 

Conclusion 

A guru hoax founder is admitting that 
ISKCON's guru system is based solely on hav¬ 
ing been concocted by the GBC "clowns".

an, then attending the" rasa festival" and so on. 

2) He writes fiction about himself as a 
gopi relating and interacting with Radha 
and Krsna. 

For example, see pages 160,164-165, and 
168-169. He writes about Krsna "playing" with 
the gopis, involving "kisses" and their "breasts", 
"buttocks" and so on. 

3) He mixes his own fiction with real pas¬ 
times. 

For example, see pages 184-185. He writes 
about being involved as a gopi when Akrura 
visits Vrndavana. 

4) He invents his own explanation of 
what the Hare Krsna maha-mantra means. 

For example, see pages 240-241. He makes 
up his own meanings for each of the 16 words 
of the maha-mantra. 

The above are just small samples, as a lot of 
the book continues in the same vein. 

Srila Prabhupada has condemned such sa¬ 
hajiya imaginations: 

"So to endeavor to become gopis, that is 
also MayavadI, that "I shall become gopis." 
No. You have to become the servant of the 
servant of the servant of gopis." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 2/10/76) 

"Some become sahajiya, pretending 
to be Krsna and Radharanl and Her gopi 
friends." 

(A Second Chance, Chapter 16) 

In a similar vein, the ISKCON guru men¬ 
tioned in the previous letters, HH Sivarama 
Swami, has also published books imagining 
what it is like to be a gopi in Radha-Krsna's sa¬ 
cred pastimes, e.g. Suddha-bhakti Cintamani 
and Na Paraye 'Ham. 

Visiting ISKCON temples 

"ISKCON's leaders (not devotees) are using 
ISKCON devotees and assets for their person¬ 
al use, under the shelter of the so-called GBC 
without acknowledging Srila Prabhupada. I 
know the facts but what can I do because we 
have to live in the ISKCON, under the protec¬ 
tion of Prabhupada."

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 24.99, emphasis added, along 
with all other emphases that follow) 

"Association with persons who are not 
spiritually advanced is forbidden." 

(SB, 3.29.18, purport) 

Srila Prabhupada's instructions to associ¬ 
ate with ISKCON referred to the movement he 
established at the time, where he was the sole 
spiritual master and everyone was operating 
only under his instructions and authority: 

"Since the Krsna consciousness move¬ 
ment which is going on at the present mo¬ 
ment is genuine, perfect and authorized 
and is following in the footsteps of Prthu 
Maharaja, anyone who cooperates with this 
movement or accepts its principles will get 
the same result as the workers who are ac¬ 
tively propagating Krsna consciousness." 
(SB, 4.21.26, purport) 


"Dear Prabhus , PAM HO, 

I am wondering is there any ISKCON tem¬ 
ple now that is bona fide to visit, or are they all 
non-bona fide, or are they still good just for the 
visiting of the Deities? Clearly one should not 
listen to the preaching, though. Jaya Sri Krsna!

Editor replies: 

All the current ISKCON temples are deviat¬ 
ed, and thus, as you have stated, one should 
not listen to their preaching. However, the fol¬ 
lowing quote makes it clear that we can only 
enter temples where we can also listen to the 
classes: 

"It is a prescribed duty in temple wor¬ 
ship that not only should one visit the tem¬ 
ple to see the Deity nicely decorated, but 
at the same time he should hear the recita-

tion of Srimad-Bhagavatam, Bhagavad-gita 
or some similar literature, which is regularly 
recited in the temple." 

(SB, 3.25.36, purport) 

Thus, this automatically rules out visiting 
temples just to see the Deities if one will be un¬ 
able to also listen to the preaching, since they 
are preaching deviation rather than the pure 
message of the scriptures. Further, the answer 
to the previous letter explained that associa¬ 
tion with deviant temples should be avoided. 
And since a picture of the Deities is non-differ- 
ent from the Deities - 

"But in Krsna's form, if you have a 
Krsna's photograph, it is as good as Krsna. 
[...] You can get the same benefit from the 
photograph picture of Krsna as you get 
benefit by directly meeting Him." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 22/5/72) 

-one can see the Deities without needing 
to physically visit such deviant temples and 
get polluted association.

Jumping over the guru 

"BTP #62 and 63. Many thanks for these 
magazines which have been received and 
'consumed'. I would like to make a comment 
on the reading of previous acaryas’ writings. 
There are several references in Prabhupada's 
purports where he suggests the reading of var¬ 
ious Goswamis' books for further information, 
including a statement that 'in future people 
will learn Bengali to appreciate the depth of 
GaudTya Vaisnava philosophy' (not verbatim). 
My understanding is that "om ajhana-timirand- 
hasya..." The spiritual master has opened my 
darkened eyes with the torchlight of knowl¬ 
edge. i.e. by initiation and by through study of 
Prabhupada's books, one can use that torch¬ 
light of knowledge to, say, further study the 
Goswamis' writings to deepen understanding 
of our GaudTya philosophy. That would not be 
considered 'jumping over the guru'. Of course, 
in your article "The Bogus Bona Fide Guru Par¬ 
adox-2" is a good example of misusing that 
torchlight to jump over Prabhupada to reach a 
conclusion contradicting his teachings!

Editor replies: 

1) Fortunately, Srlla Prabhupada has told 
us exactly what would be considered "jump¬ 
ing over", and thus we can simply consult his 
statements to find out. We can first easily dis¬ 
pense with what is not considered "jumping 
over". Simply studying the writings of the pre¬ 
vious acaryas is not "jumping over", because 
the books we study in ISKCON - 

Sri Upadesamrta/The Nectar of Instruc¬ 
tion by Srlla Rupa Gosvami; 

Bhakti-rasamrta-sindhu/The Nectar of 
Devotion by Srlla Rupa Gosvami; 

Srimad-Bhagavatam by Krsna-Dvaipay- 
ana Vyasa; 

Bhagavad-gita by Lord Krsna; 

Sri Caitanya-caritamrta by Srlla Krsna- 
dasa Kaviraja Gosvami 

-are all by personalities who are listed in 
the front of the Bhagavad-gita As It Is as being 


previous acaryas in the "disciplic succession". 
Hence, we are basically always studying the 
writings of the previous acaryas. The issue is 
how we study them: 

A) Do we approach the previous acaryas 
directly ourselves; 

B) Or, do we approach them only via the 
translations and purports of the current link in 
the disciplic succession, Srlla Prabhupada. 

The answer to this question is where the 
issue of "jumping over" arises, as we shall now 
see from the statements of Srlla Prabhupada. 

2 ) Srlla Prabhupada explains: 

" Or even if you read some books, you 
cannot understand unless you understand 

it from me . This is called parampara system. 
You cannot jump over to the superior guru, 
neglecting the next acarya, immediate next 
acarya ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 8/12/73) 

" This is parampara system. You cannot 
jump over . You must go through the param¬ 
para system. You have to a pproach through 
your spiritual master to the Gosvamls, and 
through the Gosvamls you will have to ap¬ 
proach Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu, and 
through Sri Caitanya Mahaprabhu you have 
to approach Krsna. This is the way." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 28/3/75) 

In the quotes above, Srlla Prabhupada di¬ 
rectly defines what is "jumping over". They 
state that we must understand the teachings 
of the previous acaryas only through the cur¬ 
rent spiritual master, which is Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada. You mentioned studying the "Goswa¬ 
mis' writings", and interestingly in the latter 
quote, Srlla Prabhupada specifically address¬ 
es this by stating: 

"You have to approach through your 
spiritual master to the Gosvamis". 

3) Srlla Prabhupada further explains how 
this approaching through him is done: 

"My Guru Maharaja wanted to publish 
Govinda-lilamrta . He asked permission of 
Bhaktivinoda Thakura. So first of all Bhak- 
tivinoda Thakura, 'Til tell you some day." 
And when he reminded, he said, "Yes you 
can print one copy. If you are so much anx¬ 
ious to print it, print one copy. You'll read 
and you will see that you have printed. 
Not for distribution." So we are printing all 
these books for understanding properly . 

Not that "Here is Radha-kunda. Let us go." 
Jump over like monkey ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 16/8/76)

"There is no need by any of my disciples 
to read any books besides my books-in 

fact, such reading may be detrimental to 

their advancement in Krishna conscious¬ 

ness. All reading of outside books, except 
in certain authorized cases such as for ex¬ 
ample to read some philosopher like Plato 
to make an essay comparing his philosophy 
with Krishna's philosophy-but otherwise 
all such outside reading should be stopped 
immediately." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 20/1/72) 

Thus, approaching through Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada means to do so only via his books. An¬ 
ything else would be "jumping over", as the 
statements from Srila Prabhupada above make 
clear. 


"Krishnakant, whether or not you and oth¬ 
er dedicated followers of Srila Prabhupada are 
his diksa disciples or siksa disciples may have 
to be decided in a ( sastric ) court of law. How¬ 
ever, considering your strong endeavors to re¬ 
establish ISKCON's spiritual purity by putting 
Srila Prabhupada in the center, you have cer¬ 
tainly shown that you are a dear and belov¬ 
ed disciple of His Divine Grace (whether that is 
considered diksa or siksa).

Thank you for your appreciation. The 
sastric court of law for us is Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings, and Srila Prabhupada has already 
decided the outcome: that for the lifetime of 


ISKCON he is the Acarya of ISKCON and-as 
even the GBC agree-this Acarya functions as 
the diksa guru. For the relevant quotes please 
see: Srila Prabhupada: The Founder- Acarya 
of ISKCON-Presenting the Conclusions of the 
GBC Foundational Document. Whether we are 
qualified as disciples, siksa or diksa , is anoth¬ 
er matter. But Srila Prabhupada did not in¬ 
stitute a discriminatory disciple "caste" sys¬

Thank you very much for sharing your 
thoughts. In regards to your comments, please 
note the following facts: 

"As the Founder Acarya of the International 
Society for Krsna Consciousness he is the siksa 
guru for everyone and everything should fol¬ 
low his desires for ISKCON." 

He is the siksa and diksa guru. We have 
documented this with quotes from Srila 
Prabhupada in the book: Srila Prabhupada: 
The Founder- Acarya of ISKCON - Presenting the 
Conclusions of the GBC Foundational Document. 

This book also shows, by the way, that 
the GBC also unwittingly accepts that Srila 
Prabhupada, as the only Founder and Acarya 
of ISKCON, is also its diksa guru. This idea that 
"Founder -Acarya" only means " siksa guru" has 
never been taught by Srila Prabhupada. 

""we needed to put Srila Prabhupada's pic¬ 
ture on the wall with the other pictures of the 
disciplic succession?"

Prabhupada's behalf, just as they were ordered 
to do even before SrTla Prabhupada physically 
departed. This would also tie together the pre¬ 
vious two points mentioned above: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada would have remained 
both the siksa and dlksa guru of ISKCON. 

b) He would have remained the current 
link of the disciplic succession, which means 
we still cannot "jump over" him. 

"SrTla Prabhupada wanted ISKCON to cre¬ 
ate pure devotees not a great show of devo¬ 
tion. Dlksa guru is a pure devotee and those 
who follow SrTla Prabhupada's example be¬ 
come pure devotees or guru. There is no hoax, 
the process works!" 

a) Yes, SrTla Prabhupada wanted us to be¬ 
come pure. And yes, the dlksa guru is a pure 
devotee. He is also an authorised devotee: 

"One should take initiation from a bona 
fide spiritual master coming in the disciplic 
succession, who is authorized by his prede¬ 
cessor spiritual master. This is called dlksa- 
vidhana 

(SB, 4.834, purport) 

And it is a fact that SrTla Prabhupada nev¬ 
er authorised any dlksa guru successors, but 
only established that he would remain the 
Acarya and thus dlksa guru of ISKCON. Indeed, 
as you mentioned, he authorised rtvik officiat¬ 
ing priests to act on hTs behalf. 

b) One can be a pure devotee without 
needing to also become a dlksa guru. It is not 
compulsory for a pure devotee to become a 
dlksa guru! Thus, there is no contradiction be¬ 
tween us becoming pure devotees and our 
leader of the pure devotees, SrTla Prabhupada, 
remaining everyone's dlksa guru in ISKCON. 

c) Yes, the process of Krsna consciousness 
works and we can become pure devotees. The 
"hoax" refers to the events you referred to: 

The 11 officiating priests pretending to 
be successor dlksa gurus, which led to all the 
problems you spoke of. 

GBC deviancy 

In response to the article "Intermingling 
False and Real Gurus" (BTP 59) showing Hri- 
dayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD") deviating:

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Hh Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS") is another 
prominent supporter of the movement against 
female diksa gurus which was mentioned on 
page 4. He has written a book entitled Women: 
Masters or Mothers? {now called Mothers & Mas¬ 
ters), in which he attacks the idea of women 
becoming diksa gurus. However, in this book, 
he also attacks the IRM's position, by com¬ 
paring the move for "equality" and feminism 
which has led to female diksa gurus, with the 
IRM's position that SrTla Prabhupada remains 
ISKCON's diksa guru. He tries to claim that both 
are equally deviant. In so doing, we shall see 
that he simply makes a fool of himself since the 
points he makes to support his position only 
reveal that he is a liar. The quotes in the shad¬ 
ed boxes are from the chapter entitled "Rtvik 
Folly" in the above book, which ironically only 
reveal his own folly in lying. 

Removes the truth 

"seek to justify their position by the heterodox 
and dangerous hermeneutic that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada is so special that he could override guru, 
sadhu, and sastra, and that he actually did so to 
establish rtvikism and feminism." 

This is BVKS's blatantly false description of 
the IRM's position (which he calls "rtvikism"). 
We have never stated this. Rather, we state the 
opposite, that SrTla Prabhupada's orders are al¬ 
ways in line with sadhu and sastra, making a 
point to quote the following: 

"Guru means who follows the sastra and 
sadhu . So there are three, the same." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 30/11/76) 

And we simply wish to follow these or¬ 
ders, such as keeping him as the sole Acarya of 
ISKCON, which also means diksa guru. 
"Similarly in and around ISKCON there has 
been an attempt to remove gurus [...] Rtvi¬ 
kism has simply added one more deviation: 
the abandoning of the guru system." 

More misrepresentation from BVKS. We are 
not abandoning the guru system, since we are 
not trying to remove, but keep, the guru, who 
is the current representative of the disciplic 
succession, SrTla Prabhupada. Instead BVKS has 
the situation back to front. For it is he and his 
GBC guru colleagues who have removed SrTla 
Prabhupada as ISKCON's diksa guru. Without 
this guru removal of SrTla Prabhupada, neither 
BVKS nor anyone else could even exist as GBC 
gurus, and hence the question of "removing" 
them as gurus would not even arise. Thus, it is 
they who are the guru removers. 


The Folly of Lying 

Lies from start to end 

"The notion that due to problems with gurus 
in ISKCON we can simply bypass the gurus and 
make Prabhupada our guru" 

Continuing to "describe" our position, 
BVKS continues to lie. This "notion" he puts for¬ 
ward here exists only in his lying mind. We are 
not stating that due to problems with gurus 
we "make" SrTla Prabhupada the guru. Rather, 
we are claiming the opposite-that not follow¬ 
ing SrTla Prabhupada's order to keep him as the 
guru leads to problems with false successor 
gurus, and hence there is nothing to "bypass". 

"rtvikism was meant to counter abuses of the 
guru system that arose post-1977, by provid¬ 
ing the simplistic solution that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada alone Continues to initiate all aspiring 
disciples within ISKCON" 

No, as just stated, our position is that the 
purpose of keeping SrTla Prabhupada as the 
guru is to follow his pre-1978 orders to do this. 
And the abuses in ISKCON's guru system only 
came afterwards due to not doing this. One 
may dispute these orders, but one cannot dis¬ 
pute that our position is based on these orders. 

All our points are stated clearly in our po¬ 
sition paper The Final Order ("TFO"), and BVKS 
is fully aware of TFO's contents, since he stat¬ 
ed that TFO is "perhaps the most influential 
post-1977 publication in the Vaisnava world." 

(12/1 /13). Hence, BVKS has no excuse for mak¬ 
ing these false points about the IRM's position, 
and hence his chapter on our position is just 
filled with lies from start to finish. 

Lies to himself 

"Although rtvikists claim that SrTla Prabhupada 
is their initiating guru, there is no precedent 
in genuine Vaisnavism for accepting initiation 
from a guru who is not physically present in 
the world." 

Not content with straight-out lying about 
the IRM's position, BVKS now puts forward an 
"argument" that he does not even believe, and 
thus in effect he is lying to himself. The GBC 
states about its guru system of multiple gurus, 
of which BVKS is a part, that: 

"ISKCON's ethos of multiple dTksa- and 
siks di-gurus serving under the auspices of a glob¬ 
al managerial board is unique in the history of 
Vaisnavism ". 

(GBC Resolution 318, 2014) 

Therefore, if BVKS actually believed in only 
following a guru system that had a precedent, 
he would first remove himself from acting as a 



GBC diksa guru, as that system is without prec¬ 
edent ("unique"). But he has not done this, 
and thus he does not even believe what he is 
claiming here! 

The problem with lying 

By offering these "straw-man arguments" 
about the IRM's position-that is, lying about 
it-BVKS becomes his own worst enemy. Be¬ 
cause as a result of this practice: 

1) The IRM's actual position is not being 
addressed, and hence he can never hope to 
defeat it, because he is not even answering it. 
Rather, he is only "addressing" some made up 
points that he has fabricated in his lying mind. 

2) The IRM's actual position not being ad¬ 
dressed means it remains standing, undefeat¬ 
ed, and thus BVKS achieves the opposite of 
what he is supposedly setting out to do. 

3) His refusal to even address the IRM's po¬ 
sition makes it appear that this is due to him 
being unable to defeat the IRM's position and 
hence he is too scared to even try. Thus, he 
instead evades the IRM's position with false, 
straw-man arguments that he can "address". 

Conclusion 

Such blatant lying and contradiction seem 
to be par for the course in so-called "Vaisnava" 
circles.They are writing "books", but there is no 
attempt at scholarship or even basic literacy, 
with our supposed " brahmana scholars" and 
"good as God" gurus not even aware of what a 
"straw-man" argument is. Rather, the objective 
is always to somehow deny SrTla Prabhupada's 
guru position at all costs -including lying-so 
desperate are the guru hoaxers to keep their 
false guru positions. Such lying tactics arise be¬ 
cause all attempts to actually address the IRM's 
position have been easily defeated, as a simple 
look at the "Challengers to the IRM Defeated" 
box on our homepage:

Please chant Hare Krsna, Hare Krsna, Krsna Krsna, Hare Hare, Hare Rama, Hare Rama, Rama Rama, Hare Hare - and be happy! 
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The Policy is Kill Guru 


In regards to his disciples trying to learn San¬ 
skrit, SrTla Prabhupada warned: 

"I am practically seeing that as soon as 
they begin to learn a little Sanskrit immedi¬ 
ately they feel that they have become more 
than their guru and then the policy is kill 
guru and be killed himself/' 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 18/9/76) 

And thus SrTla Prabhupada stopped it: 

"they have become scholar, Sanskrit 
scholar. [...] So I have stopped it. Unneces¬ 
sary." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 19/4/77) 

Below we present an example of SrTla 
Prabhupada's warning being vindicated. All 
emphases added. 

Correcting Srila Prabhupada -1 

ISKCON guru HH Hridayananda Dasa 
Goswami ("HD") is one such person who 
made a point to learn Sanskrit. However, the 
result is that HD's consciousness is that he is 
superior in Sanskrit translation to SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada. Thus, he claims that SrTla Prabhupada 
does not translate correctly, and therefore 
he is required to 'correct' SrTla Prabhupada's 
translations. For example, SrTla Prabhupada's 
translation of SB, 5.18.12 states: 

"a person devoid of devotional service 
and engaged in material activities has no 
good qualities. [...] How can there be any 
good qualities in such a man?" 

However, HD claims that SrTla Prabhupada 
has "mistranslated" this quote- 

"there's that, frankly that mistranslated 
quote from the Bhagavatam that a devotee has 
all good qualities and non-devotees have no 
good qualities." 

(HD, Vyasa-puja Celebration, 13/9/19) 

-and thus HD goes on to re-translate it 
himself, claiming he is required to tell us "what 
the Sanskrit actually says": 

"I'll tell you what the Sanskrit actually says. 
[...] [SB 5.18.12] [...] Does not say they have no 
good qualities [...] Doesn't say any of that ." 

(HD, Vyasa-puja Celebration, 13/9/19) 

Correcting Srila Prabhupada-2 

This tendency of HD to demonstrate that 
he is required to 'correct' SrTla Prabhupada's 
translations due to his supposedly superior 
translation ability is widespread. In the follow¬ 
ing exchange, we see a devotee reading from 
SrTla Prabhupada's Srimad-Bhagavatam being 
interrupted by HD, just so that HD can again 


'correct' SrTla Prabhupada's translation and tell 
us what the Sanskrit "actually" says: 

Devotee: "First canto, first chapter, text 
number 14, Prabhupada translates:"[...] by even 
unconsciously chanting the holy name of Krsna, 
which is feared by fear personified." In the pur¬ 
port, Prabhupada says 

HD: "Okay, first of all, first let me see the 
verse. Bring it here. I want to see the Sanskrit it¬ 
self. Before we go to the purport, let's just see 
what the Sanskrit actually says . [...]! know this 
verse [...] Doesn't actually say "unconsciously". 
What it actually says is chanting the Lord's name. 

vivaso. which actually means involuntarily ." 

(HD “Darshan”, 15/9/19) 

And, in a similar vein, HD also broadcasts 
weekly Srimad-Bhagavatam lectures where¬ 
in he makes a point of giving his own transla¬ 
tions, rather than always sticking to the trans¬ 
lations already given by SrTla Prabhupada. SrTla 
Prabhupada blasted such "correcting" of his 
translations as being "dangerous" and "non¬ 
sense" done by "rascals", causing "havoc": 

"The nonsense, they are correcting my 
translations . Rascal. [...] The rascal editors, 
they are doing havoc [...] So on the whole, 
these dangerous things are going on." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Conversation, 22/6/77) 

More than guru 

Thus, just as SrTla Prabhupada warned, 
HD's Sanskrit learning has led him to think he 
is 'more than guru', since he believes he must 
"correct" SrTla Prabhupada's Sanskrit trans¬ 
lations. Indeed, it would appear that SrTla 
Prabhupada detected that HD had this tenden¬ 
cy, since as soon as SrTla Prabhupada learned 
from HD that he was learning Sanskrit, SrTla 
Prabhupada stopped him-but HD admits he 
still defied SrTla Prabhupada's order as soon as 
SrTla Prabhupada physically departed: 

"fascinated by Sanskrit, I began to study it. 
And I wrote a letter to Prabhupada telling him 
what I was doing. And Prabhupada said, "Oh, 
don't waste your time learning Sanskrit." [...] in 
Brazil in 1978 [...]! just heard Krsna telling me, 
"Okay, you passed the test. Now you need to 
learn Sanskrit and finish the Bhagavatam ."" 

(HD Talk, 18/8/17) 

HD's defiance of SrTla Prabhupada was spe¬ 
cifically in order to "finish the Bhagavatam". 

Kill guru 

HD justifies supposedly "accurately" read¬ 
ing sastra-and thus being able to 'correct' 



SrTla Prabhupada-by claiming: 

"I know how to read sastra [...] and Prabhu¬ 
pada wants me to be a spiritual adult, not an 
eternal little child that, you know, cannot do an¬ 
ything to help." 

(HD "Darshan", 15/9/19) 

But SrTla Prabhupada states that, rather 
than thinking one is such a superior "spiritu¬ 
al adult", one should always remain a humble 
"foolish person" in front of one's guru: 

"So better remain a foolish person per¬ 
petually to be directed by Guru Maharaja. 
That is perfection . And as soon as he learns 
the Guru Maharaja is dead, "Now I am so 
advanced that I can kill my guru and I be¬ 
come." Then he's finished." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 16/8/76) 

This quote states that such a lack of hu¬ 
mility results in one thinking that "I am so ad¬ 
vanced that I can kill my guru" and become a 
guru oneself. This echoes SrTla Prabhupada's 
warning in the quote given at the outset that 
learning Sanskrit will also lead to such a lack of 
humility, resulting in: "the policy is kill guru". 
And, HD is guilty on both counts: he is a guru 
hoaxer, having claimed that he has replaced 
SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's diksa guru, and 
he thinks he is superior in Sanskrit translation 
to SrTla Prabhupada. 

Conclusion 

Therefore, it is not that simply by learning 
Sanskrit HD automatically became authorised 
and qualified to complete the final cantos of 
the Srimad-Bhagavatam. Rather, SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada warned that such learning can simply 
lead one to become 'more than guru and kill 
guru', instead of always remaining devoted to 
and humble before SrTla Prabhupada. And due 
to his tendency to "correct" SrTla Prabhupada, 
HD has perfectly demonstrated the truth of 
SrTla Prabhupada's warning.

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Defence of Guru Hoaxer Fails Again 


The previous article demonstrated that, rath¬ 
er than being one who is authorised to trans¬ 
late the Srimad-Bhagavatam, guru hoaxer 
HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD") 
is instead one who is trying to be 'more than 
SrTla Prabhupada' and "kill guru". Despite 
this, ISKM-a group that used to be known as 
ISKCON Singapore-has made it a mission to 
defend HD at all costs, insisting he is author¬ 
ised and qualified to translate the Srimad-Bha¬ 
gavatam. In BTP 54, "Another Stunning PFP 
Case Study", we exposed their promotion of 
HD's Bhagavatam, which included selecting 
HD's translations of verses over SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's translations of the same verses. This ex¬ 
pose led to them writing a whole paper to de¬ 
fend HD's Bhagavatam, which in turn was de¬ 
feated in BTP 59, "Rejecting SrTla Prabhupada's 
Authority". However, they have again tried, 
and failed, to defend HD. All emphases added. 

The problem 

The defenders of HD's Bhagavatam are 
faced with an intractable problem-SrTla 
Prabhupada's final orders. On May 28th, 1977, 
a delegation of the GBC asked SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada about the publishing of translations of 
scriptures after his physical departure. The 
conclusion of SrTla Prabhupada's answer was: 

"Our translation must be documents. 
They are not ordinary... One cannot be¬ 
come unless one is very realized. It is not A- 
B-C-D translation." 

(Room Conversation with GBC, 28/5/77) 

1) SrTla Prabhupada twice uses the word 
"translation": "Our translation must be doc¬ 
uments" and "A-B-C-D translation". 

2) He states that only one who is "very re¬ 
alized" can engage in such "translation". 

The opposite 

ISKM's new paper titled "ISKM's Position 
on Usage of BBT Books after 1977" (hencefor¬ 
ward "Usage") is forced to admit this intracta¬ 
ble problem that exists for them. It admits in 
regards to the "very realized" answer from SrTla 
Prabhupada which we just quoted, that: 

"Here SrTla Prabhupada states that one should 
be very realized in order to translate". 

(Usage, page 10) 

Thereby accepting that only the "very real¬ 
ized" can "translate". Which means HD would 
be ruled out because ISKM accepts that, far 
from being "very realized", HD is actually "envi¬ 
ous" of SrTla Prabhupada (ISKM position paper 


"IA77"). However, desperate to hold on to HD 
as a translator, ISKM gets rid of SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's inconvenient-for them-answer, that 
only the "very realized" can "translate", by sim¬ 
ply claiming that "translate" means "not trans¬ 
late"! Thus, they claim: 

"the "A-B-C-D" example and the adjective "very 
realized"that SrTla Prabhupada used are meant 
for one who writes purports, not translations ." 

(Usage, page 14) 

It is claimed that the term "very realized" 
which follows "Our translation must be doc¬ 
uments" applies only to writing purports and 
"not translations". Which would mean that the 
word "translation" in "Our translation must be 
documents" and "A-B-C-D translation" means 
the exact opposite -"not translations"! 

The contradiction 

1) Yet, ISKM itself admits that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada used the word "translation" in this con¬ 
versation to always mean translating, along 
with the writing of purports: 

"The other thing to note here is how SrTla 
Prabhupada is using the word "translation", to 
also include "purports"." 

(Usage, page 11) 

2) SrTla Prabhupada cannot be using the 
word "translation" to mean "not translations" 
since he never uses such "opposite" language! 
Thus, if he had wished to refer to only purports, 
he would have used the word "purports"! 

3) Referring to the standard required for 
translation, SrTla Prabhupada says that "Our 
translation must be documents" because 
"They are not ordinary", and therefore one 
must be "very realized". This standard refers 
to both translations and purports, since SrTla 
Prabhupada had stated about his full books, 
which contain both translations and purports, 
that they are also "not ordinary": 

"These books I have recorded and 
chanted, and they are transcribed. [...] 
These are not ordinary books." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 19/10/74) 

4) Therefore, by points 2 and 3, when SrTla 
Prabhupada states that only one who is "very 
realized" can engage in "Our translation", it 
must at least involve the act of translating. 

Hence, both ISKM and SrTla Prabhupada 
contradict ISKM's claim that "translation" 
means "not translation". Thus, the conclusion 
that only the "very realized" can "translate" re¬ 
mains, and the attempt to save non-realised 
HD and his Bhagavatam has failed -yet again.

The ignorance 

HD's books are also promoted by claiming 
in regards to them, that: 

"Prabhupada didn't translate but he didn't say 
don't read ." 

(Sundar Gopal Dasa, ISKM leader, 20/9/19) 

But SrTla Prabhupada did specifically say 
"don't read" books which are not translated 
by him: 

"There is no need by any of my disciples 
to read any books besides my books -in 
fact, such reading may be detrimental to 
their advancement in Krishna Conscious¬ 
ness." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 20/1/72) 

"You say that you would read only one 
book if that was all that I had written, so 

you teach others to do like that . You have 
very good determination." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 14/11/73) 

"what need is there to read Caitanya- 
caritamrta translated by someone else . You 
are right to stop such reading." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 20/1/72) 

It is such gross ignorance of SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's orders, where one again claims the ex¬ 
act opposite of what SrTla Prabhupada taught, 
that underpins the promotion of HD's books. 

Conclusion 

The above is just an extract from a new pa¬ 
per called "The Authorised Bhagavatam", 
which gives *12* different proofs from SrTla 
Prabhupada that HD was not authorised to 
translate the Bhagavatam, and also fully re¬ 
buts the ISKM Usage paper mentioned above.

1 ) In the article on page 14, we quoted the confession of guru hoaxer HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD") that he had specifically been 
forbidden by SrTla Prabhupada to ever be able to translate the Srimad-Bhagavatam. HD admitted that he was told to stop learning Sanskrit by 
SrTla Prabhupada as soon as SrTla Prabhupada heard from HD that HD was studying it, but that he still disobeyed this direct order and later took 
up learning Sanskrit so that he could translate the Srimad-Bhagavatam: 

"I also received this grammar book by Macdonell, and sort of being a language buff, especially always being fascinated by Sanskrit, I began to study 
it. And I wrote a letter to Prabhupada telling him what I was doing. And Prabhupada said. "Oh, don't waste your time learning Sanskrit ." f...] in Brazil in 
1978 [...] I just heard Krsna telling me, "Okay, you passed the test. Nowvou need to learn Sanskrit and finish the Bhagavatam ."" 

(HD Talk, 18/8/17, emphases added, along with all other emphases that follow) 

2) Following the exposure of this embarrassing confession of gross disobedience in BTP 57 ("Guru Hoaxer Confirms BTP Article"), HD has re¬ 
sorted to simply lying about it. He now tells the same story, but lies about the key detail of the order he received from SrTla Prabhupada: 

"I found a very special book. It was by Macdonell [...]a Sanskrit Grammar for Students [...]! had studied that book in 1972just after^ I took sannyasa 
and Prabhupada said now's not thejime for you to study Sanskrit ." 

(HD Talk, 19/10/19) ' ' * 

Thus, in his 2017 confession quoted in the previous point, HD had truthfully explained that SrTla Prabhupada forbade him to learn Sanskrit 
permanently . But now he lies and claims that SrTla Prabhupada only told him that he should not learn at that time, thus giving himself a cover for 
having later taken up learning Sanskrit so that he could translate th e Srimad-Bhagavatam. 

3) However, here is what SrTla Prabhupada actually wrote to HD in 1972: 

"You have studied the Sanskrit language for some years, that is sufficient of study, there is no more need . Now you read our books, 
not that lifelong you have to study Sanskrit . Simply read our Sanskrit wherever it appears in our books and teach these slokas to the dev¬ 
otees, do not waste time by studying Sanskrit independently of our books ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter to HD, 6/8/72) 

By noting the underlined parts, one can see that SrTla Prabhupada told HD *3* times, in different ways, in a very short letter that he should nev¬ 
er learn Sanskrit again , rather than "now's not the time", such was SrTla Prabhupada's insistence and clarity regarding this order: 

a) "sufficient of study, there is no more need ": 

b) "not that lifelong you have to study"-thus no more continuing studying in this "life"; 

c) "do not waste time by studying Sanskrit independently of our books"-Sanskrit is to never be studied, other than just by reading the vers¬ 
es in SrTla Prabhupada's books. 

4) HD going to the trouble of lying about his disobedience to cover it up, and thus trying to justify his disobedient acts, just makes the signifi¬ 
cance of his disobedience even more prominent. The lie reveals he is aware of the significance of having been forbidden to study Sanskrit by SrTla 
Prabhupada-as it renders his whole Srimad-Bhdgavatam project unauthorised-and hence he has no choice but to cover up this fact. Unfortu¬ 
nately for HD, he forgot that we possess the magical superpower of b|iagreble to "read"! And thus his cover-up is exposed. 

5) This incident again exposes the d^mamic that exists in ISKCON between the guru hoaxers and their followers. In BTP 61 , "SrTla Prabhupada's 
Words Expose Ambition", we exposed how SrTla Prabhupada forbade another guru hoaxer, HG Sankarshan Dasa ("SAD"), from trying to become 
a pop star. And yet he continues to engage his followers in helping him do just this. In both cases, HD and SAD are assuming that their followers 
are so gullible and such blind followers that they will just swallow the lies their gurus tell them about how their gurus are following SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's orders, and not even bother to spend two minutes simply reading these orders for themselves. Or, HD and SAD are assuming that even if 
their disciples did read SrTla Prabhupada's actual orders, they would not even care that their gurus were lying. These assumptions, if true, would 
reveal a very low quality of disciple that the guru hoaxers are attracting.
